Crime Decrease in 
Chicago and State 


Revealed by Police 


Washington, March 25—(AP)— 


A crime was committed in Illinois 
on an average of every eight min- 
utes and 48 seconds last year 
counting only reports from 123 
cities. 


Even so, the state was one of 


five in which the number of crimes 
was less than in the previous year. 
The decrease of 1.7 per cent in 
Illinois contrasted with a nation- 
wide increase of 7.4 per cent. 


About 65 per cent of the crimes 


in Illinois were committed in Chi- 
cago, although its crime rate 
dropped nine per cent below 1945. 


Reports From FBI 


The figures are contained in the 


latest issue of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation's uniform crime 
reports. 
They are based on re- 


ports from local police 
depart- 


ments. 


The continuing upward trend in 


crime for the nation was shown in 
the 7.4 per cent increase in of- 
fenses reported by 2,010 cities with 
a combined population of 65,746;- 
225. 


Reports from 123 cities in Illi- 


nois with a population of 5,311.853 
listed 59,100 crimes committed in 
1946. 
This amounted to a decrease 


of 1.7 per cent from the 60,144 
crimes reported in 1945. 


This not only was less than the 


national average but contrasted! 
with a 3.1 per cent increase for 
the east north central states (Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Michigan, Ohio and 
Wisconsin}.

The Reed Bill, which is now 


pending in Congress, is designed 
to .free the railroads from the an- 
titrust laws to the extent that they 
may continue to make rates, in the 
long-established manner, with the 
approval of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. The Reed Bill 
is thus practically the same as .the 
Bulwinkle Bill, wluch was approv- 
ed by the Senate Committee on 
Interstate Commerce last session 
but died on the calendar. And its 
immediate enactment is urged by 
shippers' groups, the ICC, farm- 
ers and manufacturers' associa- 
tions and others—on the grounds 
that destruction of existing", high- 
ly efficient rate-making principles 
would cause chaos in the industrial 
structure of the country.

bago county.

the range can support, are roaming this area. Trapping methods were 
employed by the state department of conservation this winter but have 
now been discontinued.

Proposed Aid for 
Korea No Surprise, 


Says AP's Analyst 


Small Occupied Country 
is Termed Greece of A»ia

There's nothing surprising- in 


Undersecretary of State Aches- 
on'a 
statement that the United 


States must invest funds into put- 
ting- southern Korea on a sound 
economic basis — thus adding- a 
third country to Greece and Tur- 
key as needing- aid to resist the 
advance of aggressive Commun- 
ism. 


The point is, of course, 
that 


Russia occupies the northern half 
of Korea and this area contains 
virtually all the 
industrial re- 


sources of the litte country. The 
Reds have dropped an iron cur- 
tain along- the" dividing line, leav- 
ing the agricultural south without 
access to essentials in the north. 
The only reason the Soviet forces 
haven't occupied the southern half 
is because Uncle Sam's troops are 
there. Acheson told the senate 
foreign relations committee yes- 
terday that the Russians 
have 


blocked any agreement for a uni- 
fied government. Hence the need 
of help for the south. 


Stategrically Korea is the Greece 


of eastern Asia. In Russian hands 
it might be the key to control of 
most of the vast far east. As a 
bulwark for the western democra- 
cies it might halt the Commun- 
ism, offensive. 


Draws Ominous Picture 


Acheson drew a startling- picture 


of what it would mean to lose Tur- 
key, and Greece to Communism 
when he declared that should there 
be a. "failure of the constitutional 
system" in these two states, "the 
effect throughout the whole area, 
from the Dardanelles to the China 
eeaj would be immediate and, I 
think, profound." He added that 
repercussions would be felt in 
Iran, Iraq, Palestine, Saudi Ara- 
bia,! India, 
Burma, 
Indonesia, 


French Ihdo-China ,and—to the 
west, in Europe — in Hungary, 
Austria, Italy and France. 


As to the cast of American aid 


to countries threatened by Com- 
munist aggression, proponents of 
ttie program maintain that it is 
insurance against possible final 
show-down between 
democracy 


and a swollen Communist empire. 
In other words, they believe that 
action now may prevent another 
would war. The insurance costs 
only money. What form the cost' 
of a decisive show-down might 
take is terrible to contemplate. 


William C. Bullitt, American 


ambassador to Moscow from 1933 
to 1836, .apparently had such a 
showdown1- in mind when ha told 
the congressional 
committee on 


un-American activities yesterday 
that tha Communist part is a 
Soviet agency designed to weak- 
en America "for the ultimate as- 
*ault the Soviet government in- 
tends to make 
on the 
United 


States." He added that he consid- 
ered th« Communist party in this 
country to be "composed of poten- 
tial traitors." and to be a "con- 
spiracy to commit murder on a 
mass scale."
